NOTE, Sampie surycys have been conducted by the Australian Bureau of Statistics in March each year since 1974 to obtain information on the 
level and composition of job vacancies, To reduce to a mininrum the delay in collection of data and publication of the results a quarterly 
telephone survey in respect of vacancies was commenced in May 1977, These surveys will be conducted in February, May, August and 
November each year. For a number of reasons the estimates obtained from these surveys differ substandally from the numbers of vacancies 
regitered with the C.E.S. at those dates. For example, the survey estimate of total vacancies at February 1978 was 36,000 while the CES.
